A PASTORAL EDITORIAL 


THE TRUE CHURCH 

Recently 4 Jew who married a Catholic girl in Ohio 
seventeen years ago, and who has raised his family Catholic, 
finished a course of instructions in the Catholic faith. Be- 
fore consenting to be baptized and to be formally received 
into the Church he expressed a wish to see the editor of this 
paper. 

He told me that he had read our literature extensively, 
that he had read Cardinal Newman’s story of his conversion, 
and had recently finished reading the ‘Rebuilding of a Lost 
Faith’ by Stoddard. He said that he was quite convinced 
that if there were truth in Christianity the Catholic Church 
possessed that truth. But for safety’s sake he wanted to 
know whether I could give him the name of some sincere 
educated Catholic who had become a Protestant and who had 
written the story of his conversion to Protestantism. 

I told the gentleman that during the nineteen centuries 
of the Church’s experience there had never appeared such a 
person, and there could not be such a person, simply because 
no one who has the proper conception of the Church of Christ 
could become a Protestant. I told him that many a Catholic 
has, by the reading of irreligious literature, by an endeavor 
to quiet the voice of a rebuking conscience, thrown all religion 
overboard, but that he could not honestly accept Protestant- 
ism as a substitute for his religion. 1 called his .attention 
to the futile efforts of Protestant missionaries in Catholic 
countries, pointing out that the most they were able to ac- 
complish is to produce a state of indifferentism, unless it 
be among the illiterate, who have not had a proper concep- 
tion of the Church of Christ. | 

Evidently if one believes that the Christian religion 
had a Divine founder, Who lived nineteen centuries ago; 
that this religion was to be worldwide; and that at the same 
time its members everywhere in the world were to be one fold 
under one shepherd; that only legitimate succession from 
the apostles would insure the transmission of the commis- 
sion and powers conferred on the apostles by Christ—he could 
be nothing else than a Catholic. He certainly could not em- 
brace a religion, which was established centuries after the 
time of Christ by a man whose place and date of birth 
history records as quite recent; a religion which has remained 
national or quite local, and one which has undergone frequent 
changes during its brief existence. | 

With this gentleman the decision had to hinge on the 
actuality of the coming of the Messias. If the Messias had 
not vet come the Jew only belongs to a divinely established 


religion. If the Messias has come, then the Catholic only 
belongs to the divine Religion which was to supercede th 
old. But there is no doubt in honest minds about the a} 


pearance of the Messias in the person of Christ. Anyone 
who will lay aside his prejudices will see the fulfillment in 
Christ of all the prophecies of the Old Law, He will easily 
be convinced that the proofs which Christ offered in defence 
of His claim to be the promised Redeemer, and the proofs of 
His divinity, are compelling. 


To the unprejudiced individual, Jew, Protestant, or ag- 
nostic, the very life of the Catholic Church through nineteen 
centuries and her survival after a thousand attempts to de- 
‘troy her, the maintenance of unity among her worldwide 
constituents, the effects of her teaching on the lives of those 
who foliow them faithfully should be sufficient proof of 


her divinity. 

Then, one who has the realization that the destiny of man 
is Supernatural must needs know that the Church, which 
is to be man’s guid helper towards salvation, must 
have supernatural means whereby the sou! is placed on the 
way to Heaven, may be kept on the road, or may be restored 
to the road after Only the Catholic Church 
has this sacramental system, and such divine helps are plainly 
necessary. 

You see, therefore, how it is that no instrueted Catholic 
can honestly embrace any form of Protestantism. There 
have been books written containing the story of conversions 
from the Catholic faith to Protestantism, but they have been 
written by men who were not honest, men who, for the most 
part, had trouble in the Catholic Church, or who saw an 
opportunity to make money by the eneouragement their 
writings would receive from non-Catholies. 

Our Hebrew friend went home quite convinced, and 
is probably by this time a good Catholic determined to make 
up for lost time and to cooperate with his wife in rearing 
his children as faithful members of the Chureh.

Faith, which the Council of Trent 
has declared to be “The beginning of 
human salvation, the foundation and 
root of all justification,” is “an in- 
fused, supernatural habit inclining the 
intellect to firmly assent to the Truths 
revealed by God and proposed by the 
Church, on account of the Authority 
of God the Revealer.” 

This habit of Faith, like the habit of 
all other virtues, must not remain in- 
active. It must go forth in act. In 
fact it should show itself externally 
whenever the glory of God or the edi- 
fication of the neighbor requires it. 

With the heart, we believe unto 
justiee; but, with the mouth, “con- 
fession is made unto salvation.” (Ro- 
mans X-10) The gifts of the Holy 
Ghost which correspond to the virtue 
of Faith are Intellect and Science.

SUNDAY 
PENTECOST 


Do not forget, children, that the 
first prayer that the Priest says at 
Mass on week-days as well as on Sun- 
days, is the Introit. When he goes 
from the foot of the Altar to the 
platform of the. Altar, he is praying, 
and these are the words he s*ys: 
“Take away from us our iniquities, 
we beseech Thee, O Lord; that, being 
made pure in heart we may be worthy 
to enter into the Holy of Holies. 
Through Christ our Lord. Amen. 
Then bowing over the altar, the Priest 
says: “We beseech Thee, O Lord, by 
the merits of those of Thy Saints 
whose relics are here, (then the Priest 
kisses the altar) and all the Saints, 
that Thou wouldst vouchsafe to par- 
don me all my sins. Amen.” 
Immediately the Priest goes to the 
Missal, that is, the large book on the 
Altar, and he begins the Introit of the 
Mass. The Introit is different on al- 
most every Feast-day and Sunday. We 
say almost, for there are certain great 
days, when the Church uses the same 
Introit, because She could not find 
more perfect expression of Her Spirit 
on those great days, hence She repeats 
the same words. 

This prayer is called the INTROIT, 
because the Latin word means “en- 
trance” and the Choir usually sings 
these same words while the Celebrant 
and others are entering the Sanc- 
tuary. In the early days of the Church 
the Introit was a long psalm, because 
the procession to the Altar was a long 
one, Now the procession is short and 
the hymn is short. 

Do not forget that the words of the 
Introit are the KEY to the spirit of 
the Mass which is being celebrated. 
Some time real soon we shall tell you 
more about this particular prayer of 
the Mass. The reason we bring it to 
your attention today, is because we 
have given you the words of the In- 
troit of the Mass for every Sunday 
during the past year. Now we shall 
take up the next most important part 
of the Mass, namely the Epistle. 
Between the Introit and the Epistle, 
there are three things to remember. 
First the Kyrie Eleison, then the 
Gloria, and then the Special Prayer of 
the Mass. Of course we intend to tell 
you all about the Kyrie and the 
Gloria in the Lessons on Liturgy, but 
the prayers of the Sunday Mass are 
so often the same in wording and 
thought that we must take up the 
Epistles of each Sunday during the 
coming year. 

In doing this, children, we want to 
make you more familiar with the deep 
meaning of the Epistles and the rea- 
sons why the Church reads these 
Epistles to the people every Sunday. 
There may be many good lessons 
taught each Sunday, but we propose to 
bring to your minds certain lessons 
for Children. They will be founded on 
Sacred Scripture, which is the In- 
spired Word of God, and we hope they 
will help you to understand God’s 
Word, and to learn the real lessons of 
life as taught by the immediate follow- 
ers of Jesus Christ. 

So we have finished the Introit, and 
now we begin the Epistles of each 
Sunday. Watch for them. You know 
people who are not Catholics read and 
quote the Sacred Scripture so much, 
that you should be able to tell what 
is méant by certain quotations and 
speak even more wisely than children 
who do not belong to the True Church 
of Jesus Christ. 

Here are the words of the Introit 
of the Mass today; “Behold, O God, 
our Protector, and look on the Face 
of Thy Christ; for better is one day in 
Thy courts above thousands.” “How 
lovely are Thy Tabernacles, O Lord of 
Hosts! My souls longeth and fainteth 
for the courts of the Lord.” 

Those are the words with which the 
Church addresses Almighty God for 
you and for me on this 14th Sunday 
after Pentecost. The humility and the 
confidence expressed in these words of 


(Liturgy is the public worship in 
the Church, to praise the Blessed 
Trinity and to sanctify souls). 

Last week we spoke to you about 
“living the Mass” and “praying the 
Mass.” This week we will tell you 
what those expressions mean. 


“Living the Mass” means that at 
every Mass we should offer up our- 
selves in sacrifice, our life, our wills, 
our hopes, joys, sorrows. This offer- 
ing of ourselves at Mass should be 
carried all through the day, from Mass 
to Mass. This will bind together our 
whole lives in one great sacrifice, 
whether we hear Mass every day or 
only once a week. This brings about 
a close union of ourselves with the! 
Infinite Sacrifice which Christ offers 
on the altar to His Eternal Father. 

Each day has its trials. When the 
trial comes, it is already consecrated 
and united with Christ’s sufferings, 
and through the Mass we receive the 
necessary graces from God to endure 
or overcome the trial. We should re- 
member that we are members of the 
Mystical Body of Christ, and as such 
are offered up in the Mass to the glory 
of the Blessed Trinity. Think of that 
close union with Jesus, children, each 
time you hear Holy Mass, and try to 
bear the thought in mind all through 
each day. 

“Praying the Mass” means that we 
should recite the prayers the priest is 
saying, or prayers very much like 
them. That is the best way to unite 
with the priest offering the Holy 
Sacrifice. The time of Mass is really 
not the proper time for us to pray our 
private devotions. Even when recit- 
ing the Rosary at Mass, for instance, 
our minds and hearts should be di- 
rected to the prayers and parts of the 
Mass. No private devotions or “pet” 
prayers can compare with the prayers 
ordered by the Church to be said at 
Holy Mass. The Church, and we are 
her members, is offering the Mass, 
through Christ, with Christ and in 
Christ. 

In these little lessons on the Liturgy 
we shall try to explain to you each 
part of the Mass, the movements of 
the priest at the altar, as well as the 
vestments and linens worn during the 
Sacrifice. This will make everything 
you see and hear more full of meaning 
and devotion for you.
